His jeering and sneering tormentors, He said: 
“Father, forgive them for they know not 
what they do.” 

Christ challenged the slavery system and 
declared that man is the creation of God 
and is, first of all, responsible to God.

Separation Of Church And State 


The Perth Amboy Evening News, April 11, 
1956, further emphasized the Jewish deter- 
mination to override Christian custom when 
it ran an item on the Rabbinical Council of 
N.J. which was calling for stronger kosher 
food laws in conformity with Hebraic rules 
and codes and planned to meet with 
New Jersey lawmakers on the subject. Are 
kosher laws now a part of Christian legal 
procedure? 

Even President Eisenhower was used to 
the secret delight of those who realize the 
meaning of the event. When he had his heart 
attack in 1955 at the time he was entertain- 
ing an all-male party at Aksel Nielsen’s 
ranch, he had cooked a “lumberjack’s break- 
fast,” according to Acting White House press 
secretary, Murray Snyder. As described in 
the New York Herald Tribune, under Fraser, 
Colorado dateline, Sept. 22, 1955, the then 
President had fried mush, beef sausage and 
beef bacon but no milk or cream was served 
“because we didn’t want to feel as though we 
had overeaten.” This was Snyder’s Aesopian 
message to those who understood the dietary, 
law which prohibits the serving of meat and 
milk at the same meal! Then a food column- 
ist reported (New York Journal-American, 
Nov. 9, 1955) that the demand for beef bacon 
had skyrocketed since the public learned it 
was a Presidential favorite — according to 
the Hebrew National Kosher Sausage Co., of 
Brooklyn. And hog raisers in the Middle 
West wondered why there had been a falling 
off in the demand for pork. They never 
guessed, 

CARE packages, too, are assembled on a 
kosher basis. During the Hungarian Revolt 
of 1957, at the Joyce Kilmer Reception Cen- 
ter for Refugees (which was infested with 
Soviet agents), the U.S. Army prepared three 
substantial kosher meals for the appreciative 
guests (paid for by taxpayers of course) ; and

of ways in every state in the Union. It re- 
mains for some fearless citizen to ask for a 
ruling as to whether it is legal to buy food 
products and cleansers that have been man- 
ufactured under Jewish religious require- 
ments — to be paid for by the tax money of 
the non-Jewish citizens.
